The chief changes were the addition of 
the A & M activities section, more baseball and track action pictures, 
and the taking of faculty pictures in groups. 

Regarding the quality of the photographs, budget limitations made 
it. necessary to use student photographers. When the year started there 
were no trained photographers available. In order to get pictures on 
time, the assistance of the beginning photography class was obtained. 
They did a creditable job but with most, interest and et sai arate were 
lacking. 

In addition, many clubs were poorly organized, while others had 
to be scheduled several times before a representative group appeared. 
Pictures cannot be taken ANY TIME, deadlines have to be met in 
order to get the book printed by May. 

With a staff of a handful of students, it was at times necessary for 
some to spend 10 to 15 hours per week working on the book in order 
to meet deadlines. In addition, some spent part of their Christmas 
vacation here at college working on La Reata. 

The yearbook staff had many other difficulties, most of them known 
only to the handful of students who made the 1956 La Reata possible. 
Those who would criticize, should ask themselves, ‘“‘What did I con- 
tribute,” then take their complaints directly to the yearbook editor or 
faculty advisor.—(R.B.)

Sonny Criss Draws Columnist’s Praise 
As Jazz Musician at Carmel Concert 


We were surprised hot too long ago to hear a tremendous musician 
at a Carmel jazz concert, the Stan Kenton Showcase, His name is Sonny 
Criss and he plays alto sax like a duck swims. 

Even though Criss is one of the relatively young men in jazz, he is 
being recognized more each year as being one of the most competent 
and talented artists of the jazz field. He has been playing jazz almost 
from the time he was born and has played with most of the great jazz- 
men of the current era, 

The most unique characteristic of his style is his drive; never relent- 
ing riffs blown in such a way they have a decisive hard-hitting force 
behind them. ; 

Even before graduating from high school, Criss had played with the 
late Charlie Parker, Howard McGhee and the Gene Norman “Just 
Jazz” concert of 1946. This particular concert gave Kay Starr a boost 
from an unknown to popularity. 

He has also appeared with Billy Eckstine, Jazz at the Philharmonic 
for two years, in 1950 with Howard Rumsey and the Lighthouse All- 
Stars, Flip Phillips, Buddy Rich, George Shearing and of course, the 
Kenton Showcase: 

In my book, Criss will probably be one of the longest remembered 
and imitated new stars to come onto the present jazz scene. You can 
pick up his records on the Imperial label. 

It looks like the trend in films lately has been more and more toward 
including jazz scores. Apparently the movie makers are realizing the 
dramatic power and vitality of jazz and how much it can add to a 
movie. We do wish, though, that jazz would not be used to indicate 
only the immoral and sinister. Every time the villian is plottting some 
terrible screme or a cheap looking, sexy woman comes on stage, you 
hear jazz in the background.
